Assembly Passes Substitute for Hage- 


meister Bill by a Vote of 47 to 44. 


Barker Divorce Bill Passes—-The Name o 


Rusk Refused to Uio Xfitr County 


Formed From Chlppewn. 


The substitute for the Hagemeister 


.substitute, which in turn was a substi- 
tute for the Stevens primary election 
bill passed the assembly by a vote of 
47 to 44. This substitute takes in leg- 
islative districts which the Hagemoister 
bill did not. and also county and city of- 
ficials. 
Attached to the substitute is a 


referendum clause. The fviends of the 
Stevens bill accomplished their purpose 
of throwing the primary election fight 
back into the senate and once more the 
scene of the conflict changes. The up- 
per house will decline to accept the as- 
sembly substitute and then the bill will 
pass into the hands of the long talked 
about conference committee. When it 
will reach that committee and what the 
committee 
will do arc things too far 


ahead to be predicted. The action of 
the assembly last night lias only post- 
poned the inevitable hour when one side 
or the other must weaken. 


The outcome of the light was in doubt 


up tn the last minute and the balance 
was upon one side at one hour and upon 
the other in the next. 
Ow> distinguished 


gentleman was first upon one. side and 
then upon the other and finally landed 
with the adherents of the Stevens bill 
and there is an interesting rumor ac- 
counting for ms last flop. The vote by 
which the. substitute for the MagoiruMs- 
ter bill was adopted wa-s 47 to •>•*. Three 
of the Stevens faction voted against dm 
substitute but ,two of their opponents 
voted for it and one \vns absent, which 
made the majority practically what it 
was on the original bill.

was the absentee, lie was supposed to 
be paired, but at the last minute it was 
discovered that lie was not. 
Mr. Ela, a 


Republican, and Mr. McCabe. a Demo- 
crat, were ihe opponents of the Stevens 
bill who voted for the substitute. 
Mr. 


Owen of Racine voted against the sub- 
stitute. 


Both changed their vote benanse tlm 


substitute contained 
the 
referendum. 


Messrs. Hanson, AVillolt and Zinn were 
the supporters of the Stevens bill who 
voted against the substitute. 
All of the 


other members voted as they did on the 
original bill. 


The debate continued two hours and 


was rather tame all through. 
The hill 


now goes to the seriate, where is not con- 
curred in. as is likely, will go to a con- 
ference committee. 


Mr. Stevens, during the debate, ex- 


plained why the advocates of his meas- 
ure favored tivo substitute for the Happ- 
rnoi<tor bill. 
Tfe said: 
When it became 


apparent (hat the original bill could not 
pass, thpv hud been ready to listen to 
compromise, and when it became'appar- 
ent t h a t the opponents would offer noth-

and just. The friends of the bill believ- 
ed t h a t if the principle was to be ap- 
plied to cit ies and legislative districts. 
There were ninety-six assembly districts 
in (he state where the district did not 
extend beyond the lines of one county, 
and he saw no reason for not applying 
the principle to the legislative districts.

in a 


city that has been the scene of tragedy 
that has lost to UH four of our excellent 
comrades, whom we regret not to have 
with us tonight, fighting for the emanci- 
pation of mankind. Their 
names 
are 


not 
forgotten 
in Kitrope .nor 
in any 


place where the fight is being carried on 
in the cause 
for which 
they 
bravely 


died. When we talk of anarchy, those 
unfamiliar with our ideas assert 
that 


\vp are preaching violence 
and 
the de- 


struction of civilisation- 
Tt is not true. 


Violence is something that is not char- 
acteristic of a,muTrhi.cf,s or the anarchist 
party. 
In thirty years in which I have 


been aflilia.ted with their principles, the 
violence ?i.as 
not been 
of our 
doing. 


Why i! some, man in a moment of iii.san- 
iify commits 
a crime, your 
doctrine 


teaehcs jjinfc society also must commit 
murder. 
Wo 
proclaim the 
principle 


that no man nor 
no society 
mis 
the 


right to tako another man's life. 
When 


yovi believe in these principles then you 
have become an anarchist." 


This sounds rather singular 
to Chic- 


ago people who remember 
vividly the 


terrible days when the 
Chicago 
anar- 


chists, those men of peace of the prince 
and whom 
he deplores their 
absence, 


were shrieking out. for blood 
and ruin, 


and with bombs killing Chicago 
police- 


men. Those murderers were 
men of 


peace, they 
were, And 
their doctrines 


bellowed out rather, as it were, stirred 
up the citizens to get under cover and 
call for the police. 


To be fair with this educated and pol- 


ished Russian prince 
this highly gifted 


man of the old world, society will take 
him at his word? to, this feature of vio- 
lence, but. ns Mrs. Parsons publically de- 
clared, it was the words of this same 
Prince Kropotkin years ago, that fed 
her husband's heart and mind of anar- 
dibtieal doctrines and a little later on 
inspire him to dreadful deeds, 
nnd to 


being duly killed in order that society 
might live. Here lies all the 
trouble. 


The inflammatory thing called anarchy, 
and that other 
thing called 
socialism, 


controlled by men with abundant means 
and with 
trained 
minds, with others 


passes control and becomes blood, mur- 
der and the gallows. 
But is it just a,nd 


fair for society to honor the prince and 
deny the others a hearing. How will it

been called to attend it woman patient 
and refused, and who still had 
refused 


when the citizens' pastor bad tendered 
his fees in advance. The result was the 
woman died. 


Thore has always been a question 
a^ 


to the etiquette in such case?, but it is 
most proha-ble 
that 
professional 
eti- 


quette 
as well as common humanity 


would require notice to be given to pa- 
tients whom a physician no longer de- 
sired to wait upon. It is an ea.sy mat- 
ter for any physician who, for .Mitrsfac- 
tory reasons of his own, wises to sever 
his conner.tion with a family or individ- 
ual, to give notice in time that 
he no 


longer can he relied upon. Again pliy- 
icians who will not practice in the, night 
always give such notice to their regular 
patrons, and they are supposed 
to gov- 


ern themselves accordingly. 


The Indiana case is .sure, to'attract at- 


te.mion. It is so held that no matter 
the urgency, the 
dire necessity, 
even 


when human life is in question, a phj'fi- 
cian may stand even idly by and permit 
life to depart and a human being to suf- 
fer untold agony. 
In commenting upon 


this decision, the Kocord-Hcralfl says; 


"In rendering his decision the 
judge 


was governed by the fact that the -act 
regulating .the practive of medicine is 
only n, preventive, and not a compulsory 
meu.snre. 
If is plain from thin that the 


only recourse in n case of this character 
it to public sentiment. A physician who 
would allow a woman to die in child- 
birth for 
lack 
of medical, attendance, 


when no other medical aid could be sum- 
moned, is not entitled to practice medi- 


cine in any intelligent community and 
should not be -permitted to do so, 


''Another important decision is that of 


the circuit court of Milwaukee in a case 
where two Christian Scientists were ar- 
rested for "practicing medicine without 
a, license." It would seem to a person 
of ordinary intelligence that 
a healer 


who does not use drugs does not prac- 
tice, medicine. But 
it took 
a. circuit 


court in Milwaukee several 
days 
to 


legally determine this fnct, and it may 
now be definitely settled that Christian 
Scientists are not 'practitioners of med- 
icine.' "

of Governor 


La Follette that in the, saving of about 
$36.000 per year, the state immigration 
bureau be abolished. It is perhaps the 
ea,se, that the gross amount lui-s confused 
the outside critics, as the state board 
itself costs no such sum, probably. $8,000 
covering 
that. Comments 
npon 
the 


views of the governor's course in applied 
economy have not been all compliment- 
ary to the governor from 
the portions 


of the stale affected, but then the ad- 
verse comment has been directed, not to 
the. personality of the executive, but to 
bis mistaken economical ideas. 


Jt is likely Governor La Follette is 


perfectly correct. One portion 
of the 


state is not, in the estimation of many 
good people, entitled to 
favoritism at 


the expense of other 
portions of the 


state, and'in these, days of cheap trans- 
portation, net work 
of telegraph 
and 


telephone lines, and especially the fact 
that the northern portions of our state 
are just as accessible as other portions, 
a healthy public sentiment will justify 
the governor in inurking off for reduc- 
tions the state 
board 
of immigration, 


which if it docs no practical good, fur- 
nishes official nutriment to a number of 
practicing politicians.

the Ilugemeister 
substitute. They are 


likely, however, to lose one or two of 
these, but from the outlook now they 
will have enough votes to kill the as- 
sembly bill. A 
conference 
committee 


will then bn in order and a last elTort 
made to draft a compromise that will 
paas both houses. It is believed this 
could be done by changing the referen- 
dum clause so that the measure should 
be voted upon at the 
full election of 


190-2 instead of the spring election. This 
seems like R slight change at first glance, 
but it really moans the diil'erence of hav- 
ing the next legislature elected under 
the primary system, if the law i.s ap- 
proved by the people, and choosing- tne 
legislature by tin? present method. As 
the next legislature will elect a United 
States senator to succeed John C. Spoon- 
er, the importance of this point is easily 
reooffni/etl.

He was much pleased at being present 


and 'meeting the Cubans whose mission 
to this country is well known to the 
American people. 


Mr. Cooper said: "I had a talk with 


Judge Liorente, a rnqrubcr of the su- 
preme court of Havana, after the din- 
ner and before we loft the banquet hall. 
He said that whether their mission here 
should prove a success or a failure, they 
had seen enough to more than compen- 
sate him at least, for making the jour- 
ney. 


The judge said that to 'owe familiar 


with the ways of Spanish royalty, as lie 
was, the scene in tho banquet hall was 
most impressive. 


When a member oi Spanish royalty 


speaks to one of the people, the person

spoken to. Here, he
